The judge then turned and 
told the clerk to call the names of the jury. 
This was done amid oppressive silence, ex- 
cept on the part of Neebe, who wa*j probably 
the most affected of the prisoners. Neelw 
turned and looked aero* the room, whore his 
wife was sitting. He craned his ueck for- 
waid, ami said something in an undertone to 
himself. Parsons looked straight ahead to 
the place where his brother, the general, was 
standing. He then turned and looked into 
the street, where, under the burning sun, 
1,000 meat and women gaxed anxiously at the 
upper windows 

Parsons glanced hurridly around, and with 
a bold, defiant look in his eyes pulled some- 
thing from hi* pocket It was the liattte flag 
of the Anarchists— a dirty red silk handker- 
chief. Turning so that all in the streets 
might see, but in such a manner iliatihe 

two. (Some one in the street caught sight of 
it, and a* cheer Was uttered, but quickly stop- 
ped. When the people in the court room 
turned to ascertain the cause of the demon- 
stration, Parsons sat stiffly In his chair and 
gazed vacantly at the clock. The others 
gazed anxiously into the faces of the jury 
anil friends, and then up at the dignified 
judge, as if in hope of gleaning soma indica- 
tion of their fates. 

The relatives and friends of the prisoners 
were the most affected. Over in a corner sat 
a little old woman nearly hidden bv a big po- 
liceman. H was the mother of August Spies, 
and during the half hour she was in the court 
room she wept constantly, holding a whit*, 
handkerchief to her eyes. Mrs. Parsons and 
Gen. Parsons said nothing and betrayed no 
evidence of the suspense they must bare ex- 
perienced. Mrs. Schwab looked at bur hus- 
band with tearful eyes, and once or twice 
wi{>ed the tears away. Lingg's sweetheart 
was next to her, and during the reading of 
the juror* names kept up a constant signal- 
ling with him. The roll call was finally flu 
ished, and then it was that the prisoners ami 
their friends betrayed the first excitement. 

Just two minutes after 10 o'clock Foreman 
Osborne rose to fft* feet aud faoed the court. 
The suspense was terrible, and as if already 
aware of the fate in store for them a tremor 
ran over the prisoners, while the feelings ot 
their relatives and friends were manifested 
by twitching of the muscles, hard breathing 
and shaking limbs. 

"Have you agreed upon a verdict," and the 
Toict of the judge was almost inaudible, aud 
even he gave way to the uioineutary 
solemnity and suspense. "Have you 
agreedf" 

Then all eyes were withdrawn from him 
and turned on the foreman, who reached 
forward and gave the paper which he held in 
bis baud to the judge. The fonuan's work 
was done. 

The judge ami the clerk held a whispered 
conference and finally the clerk held the 
paper where the light would fail on it and 
the judge bent forward and fixed his eye* uu 
the s|iectators. The people were like marble 
figures, not a word or sign did they make, 
but tbelr eyes merely shifted from the judge 
to the clerk. The latter then began reading

The clerk then sat down but the judge and 
the foreman still remained standing.

The judge then in a few words discharged 
the jury and notified them that they were at 
liberty to go. There was not one of the 
twelve good and true men but looked thank- 
ful ami drew a sigh of relief. The jury then 
rose and filed out of the room and the bailiff* 
made their way to the aids* ot the prisoners. 
Not one word escaped any one of the eight. 
Their faces still wore the same vacant 
look, aud its they rose from their seats and 
follow, -I the bailiffs it was with slow and un- 
steady step. 

As they reached the door LIngg turned and 
looked at his sweetheart, and hi* anguish was 
apparent by the tears In his eyes, and as her 
eyes met those of her lover tears burst out 
siiesh.

The Yield or Apple* In the New England 
State* Not Quit* Up to an ATrmg*— Re- 
port! on the Peach, Plain* and Pear 
Crop*— Prediction* From Europe. 
SPRlNori*LD, Mass., Aug. 21. -With the 
aid of about l,5tK) special UOUHpuOddBM, The 
New-England Homestead will this week bs 
unabled to present a complete forecast as to 
the yield of large fruitt, the harvest of which 
has been begun. It is the even or bearing 
year for apples in New-England, but, although 
there is a large yield of fall fruit, the report* 
indicate that the crop of winter applet will 
b* about 7(1 per cent of the usual even year 
yield in six states. 

In the l>eat apple counties of Vermont, 
along Lake Champlain, not two-thirds of a 
full even-year crop will be accrued, while 
Maine reports a decrease of 'JO per cent., but 
both of these states and New Hampshire will 
have a large surplus. Connecticut has but 
half a crop and Massachusetts only BO per 
cant, of a crop. The falling off in New Eng- 
land, however, will be partly made up by the 
great cr p in the apple sections of Nova 
Bcotia. Annapolis and Kiag counties last 
year exported only 40,000 barrels, but this 
section will have a surplus of IOO.imi barrels. 

Perhaps the most significant fact revealed 
in this important report is that the great 
pie counties of Western New York promise 
the lightest ciop in twenty years, and the 
worst feature is that the quality promises to 
be comparatively poor. The great apple 
counties of Orleans, Monroe, Niagara. Wayne 
and Wyoming are reported as havii 
50 per cent of the average yield. In Eastern 
New York there is a better prospect, but the 
average for the whole state, 400 in nuuibt 
is only 25 per cent. Pennsylvania has t*5 p 
cent of a full apple crop, and there is a go- 
crop in Ohio, but from further west the l 
ports are discouraging, and the northw« 
and the southwest have such u small supply 

surplus of the middle states, much of ' 
was last year available for export. 

Cable reports from various points in Eng- 
land and on tu» continent BUUaiMI the earliei 
predictions of rather a short apple croj. 
there, especially of good fruit in England. 
The orange crop of Southern Europe, how. 
ever, will be large and will affect the de 
ruand for American apples somewhat. Last 
year nearly !wu,»«J0 barrels of apples 
exported to England, the supply lieing 
large that pi ices were barely remunerative. 
The exports will hardly be as large this year. 
Americau orange pippins sold in Ijverpool 
at 13.00 per barrel on Monday. This was the 
first sale of the season and the price is equiv- 
alent to about fMB net on this side, which is 
a slight advance on current values. 

Pears will be considerably below the yield 
and peaches for the third time are practi- 
c&ly a failure north of the forty-first parallel. 
There is a fair crop of plums and they will 
be cheap, grapes in New Jersey are light and 
a good crop in Southern New England should 
bring fair prices.
